Wows Astronaut Sdiirra 


‘'Wow!” 

That was Astronaut Wal 
to the welcome his hometo 
him today. 

It was the first time in 20 
years that the 39-year-old or¬ 
biting American returned to 
the scene of his childhood — 
and the little -town of 8,000 
people gave him a hero’s wel¬ 
come. 

The 15-car motorcade began 
jn Hackensack and wended its 
way past 40,000 wildly cheer¬ 
ing Jerseyites lining.the route 
from that city through River 
Edge and into Oradell. 

At times the exuberant crowd 
shattered police lines in an ef¬ 
fort to pat the handsome astro¬ 
naut on the back as he rode in 
a bright red convertible, top 
down, with his blonde wife, 

Josephine, and their children, 
Suzanne, 5, and Walter III, 12. 

American flags broke out in 
the town only a few miles from 
the George Washington Bridge.' 
Two brass bands oompahed the 
hero’s homecoming after his 
six-orbit flight around the 
earth on Oct. 3. 

“Welcome Home Wally,” read 
placards the crowd held above 
its head and the music was 
“When Johnny Comes March¬ 
ing Home”—except folk sang, 
“When Wally Comes Flying 
Home, Hurrah, Schirra!” 

The 12-man Oradell police 
force was backed up by 150 
National Guardsmen and 150 


State Police. They were needed 

Cmdr. Schirra was a half- 
hour behind schedule when he 
pulled into Oradell at 10:40} 
a. m. and then was taken to 
the bleacher-lined football field 
behind River Dell High School. 

RECEIVES AWARD 

There he was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Award by 
Space Agency Administrator 
James Webb. 

A message from President 
Kennedy was read to him. The 
President said: 

“I would like to aidd my 
warmest congratulations and 
the thanks of our nation. Your 
flight was an exceptional 
achievement. That we are 
climbing back up the ladder is 
apparent Ih the matchless per¬ 
formance of our most recent 
flight. We bow to no one in the 
quality of our space team— 
their devoted and Vtetermined 
efforts will, in this decade, re¬ 
store our leadership.” 

During the motorcade 
through Oradell, a detour was 
made so the astronaut could 
see again where he lived as a 
boy at 371 Maple st. 

PARENTS THERE 

In the sedan behind his, rode 
the astronaut’s parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter M. Schirra Sr. 
of San Diego, California. 

Comdr. Schirra seemed quiet, 
though he acknowledged waves 
from townsfolk. Born in Hack; 
ensack, he grew up in Oradell. 

He was home.

I can only say this as a matter of opinion of course..

Milk is now being made — without cows!

of the year. The milk is made from green- * 


leaved plants — cabbage 
leaves, pea pods and even 
weeds. 

The process has been develop¬ 
ed by scientists at Watford, Eng¬ 
land. 

Cows eat greens to produce 
milk within themselves. 

The scientists just bypass the 
cows and extract milk directly 
from the greens. 

The greens are mashed in 
water warmed under controlled 
conditions until the protein is 
separated. 


Vitamins, minerals, vegetable 
fats and carbohydrates are then 
added. 

They’ve been able to get rid 
of this milk’s greenish color. 

Soon, they hope to eliminate its 
slight vegetable flavor which 
makes it taste funny. 

When that’s done, the man¬ 
made milk will go on sale in 
liquid, powder and condensed 
forms.
